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Monday was the twenty-seventh anniversary 
of Confederation, and surely Canadians have 
reason tobe proud of what has been accom- 
plished. Railways and canals, built or as- 
sisted by the Government, have strengthened 
the rather sickly ties of inter-provincial af- 
fection which at first existed. The National 
Policy, whether or not it has added to our 
wealth, has at least tended to develop the in- 
terchange of commodities between our East 
and West. Distant points having become more 
accessible, the people of the various provinces 
are beginning to know one another better, to 
distrust one another less and to understand 
the peculiar interests at first so diverse and 
conflicting. In the recent general elections in 
Ontario speakers from the Maritime Provinces 
assisted the Reformers in their campaign, and 
have doubtless learned much of the peculiar 
situation of affairs in this province. Cabinet 
Ministers from Ottawa are visiting all parts of 
the Dominion, and their initiation into the 
vastness of our Western wilds and the hopeful- 
ness of the great settlements of the North 
must necessarily enlarge their ideas and in- 
crease their opportunities of properly per- 
forming their administrative duties. Tourists, 
too, are seeking out the beautiful places of 
gulf and river, lake and mountain, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific; fishermen come hun- 
dreds of miles, I might almost say thousands 
of miles, seeking sport on the streams so 
familiar and so well loved by the Canadian 
angler; the people of the United 
States and Great Britain are crossing 
the continent to reach the steamship 
lines from Vancouver to Japan, China 
and Australia, and the people of the 
Antipodes are returning by the same 
route, and they cannot fail to notice 
the vastness of our resources and the 
beauty of our land.

If the grant asked for of seven hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars a year 
for a fast Atlantic steamship service 
be obtained on the lines suggested by 
Sir William Van Horne, the interest 
in and familiarity with our Dominion 
would receive a wonderful impetus 
and the devgjopment of ” resources 
would be proportionately rapid. This 
is too great a country to confine itself 
to the trifling issues which seem to be 
sufficient to engage the greater por- 
tion of the time of those elected to 
Parliament. We cannot catch great 
fish with rusty little hooks nor develop 
our unoccupied territories without the 
most unceasing and devoted applica- 
tion of the best minds in the country, 
aided by the wise expenditure of liberal 
sums of money in the attracting of all 
the foreign and friendly travelers who 
by any means can be induced to come 


our way.

On the occasion of entering into a 
new year of national existence—and it 
must not be forgotten that Canada is 
practically a nation—every proposal to 
advance her greatness should be con- 
sidered in the largest spirit of enter- 
prise and aggressiveness. The expendi- 
ture of a few millions or the entailing 
upon the generations to come of a 
somewhat greater debt, is less im- 
portant than the forgetfulness of our 
duty in this period of the world's pro- 
gress, when we must decide whether 
we are to be out-classed and out- 
rivaled by the less deserving and less 
vigorous people south of the equator. 
The deepening of the canals is the 
greatest problem of the day in 
Canada, as the transportation ques- 
tion is the greatest problem of the 
world. Every year the world seems to grow 
smaller, steam having shortened and cheap- 
ened the transit from the most distant points 
and electricity having placed us in almost 
instant communication with every important 
port of entry and every center of consumption, 
As far as diplomacy and speculation are con- 
cerned, Toronto is no further away from Lon- 
don, Paris and St. Petersburg than it is from 
Washington or Montreal. We must not forget 
that the world has been reorganized by steam 
and re-created by electricity when we consider 
the desirability of adding to our facilities for 
the transportation of our products and an 
interchange of commodities with the world. 
Only those who forget this will oppose the all- 
important propositions made by men who 
have the largest conception of our necessities 
and opportunities.

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If there is an evil growing up amongst us I 
insist that it is the tendency to support small 
men and small ideas, or rather to insist on 
noideas but the pursuit of mere plunder and 
local patronage. Professional Englishmen, 
professional! Irishmen, professional Scotchmen, 
and professional Frenchmen who live on the 
shreds of patronage and power torn from the 
body of the true Canadian, are a disgrace and 
disaster to the whole country. Professional 
religioniats of every description are developing 
themselves as fast as they know how and rend- 
ing the country asunder by insisting upon be- 
ing recognized as the heads of factions which, 
unless provided for, will organize themselves 
and become the balance of power. Those who 
resist these influences are called bigots, and in 
denying to these factions the exietence of any 
claim to special consideration they are accused 
of intolerance and are blamed for the sectarian- 
ism which it is their whole aim to oppose. It 
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is idle to hold forth any hope that these fac- 
tional differences wil! sver cease until a com- 
mon and non-sectarian basis is adopted and 
such constitutional changes effected as will 
place outside the region of plotting or politics 
any chance of the recognition of any creed or 
faction. Without pretending to bea prophet 
I venture to predict that before this country is 
half a century old there will be no dual lan- 
guage recognized by the iaw in any province or 
in the Parliament of the whole country; that 
there wil! be no Separate schools and conse- 
quently no festering sores which every four or 
five years will be re-opened by those anxious to 
irritate minorities into that condition of hos- 
tility which makes them the pliant tools of the 
least worthy of our politicians.

| that the original compact was unalterable, nor 
is there any code of bonsror morals prohibiting 
the alteration of a constitution which has 
become effete and unworkable. If it were 
otherwise, to-day we would be living under 
the treaties made between the Romans and 
their Vandal conquerors, and we could not 
look upon the Magna Charta as anything but a 
seizure of power which belonged to the king 
instead of the barons who met at Runnymede. 
The constitution of the United States before it 
was thirty years in existence had been 
altered twelve times, Ours has. not 
been altered at all, though many suits 
have been carried to the Privy Council 
for an interpretation of an act that in many 
respects. was hastily and unadvisedly made. 
Only ruinous consequences can follow the con- 
tinual clamor of those who seek to preserve ill- 
gotten or improper advantages derived from 
what was little better than a bill of com- 
promise, and it is not flattering to the 
intelligence of Canadians or to the statesman- 
ship of the Motherland to assert 
that no change can be made unless the 
whole people unite in demanding it. History 
does not afford an example of the whole people of 
any nation demanding anything, for as long as 
the world has existed or will exist the most 
homogeneous peoples have been or will be 
divided by self-interest, and sestions controlled 
by leaders who are more desirous of personal, 
religious or political influence than of the ad- 

vantage and advancement of the state.

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If laws were to be passed or justice adminis. 
tered only on the basis si unanimity, we would 
have neither laws nor justice. Long before the 
period at which we date the beginning of the 
larger growth of what we call civilization,

If we admit that the cause is greater than 
the effect—and no one can be found who wouid 
attempt to deny such an aphorism—it must be 
admitted that the people who make the con- 
stitution are greater than the thing made ; 
therefore, if the peuple of Canada become dis- 
satisfied with the B. N. A. Act, what power is 
there to resist a change demanded by the 
majority? Surely there is none. Great Britain 
would not deny us the right of obtaining a pos- 
sible basis upon which Canada could be finally 
unified ; her experience with colonies is suffici- 
ently long and varied to prevent any obstruc- 
tion. But it may be said that a majority could 
never be obtained in demanding a recast of the 
constitution. Form no hasty conclusion in 
this matter ; the world moves, and if france 
and Italy, once the cradle and the paradise of 
ecclesiastic domination, have made such pro- 
gress, is it not possible that the same result 
may be achieved in Canada? Mexico has 
secularized her schools, though there are not 
Protestants enough in the republic to fill the 
Metropolitan church and St. James’ cathedral. 
Then why should an advance movement in 
Canada be considered so intolerable or its 
advocates so bigoted, when the most in- 
tensely Catholic nations of the earth have 
repudiated the very thing that is being 
insisted upon in Ontario? It must be remem- 
bered that this is the only Protestant province 
in the Dominion which is saddled with any 
such provision, and it is the only one where re- 
ligion is brought into politics with ever-recur- | 
rent bitterness, and the unceasing strife 
cannot but beget a feeling that the question 
must some day be settled once and for all, 
Personally I cannot be accused of any prejudice 
against the tenets of the Roman Catholic 
church, and I contend that the progress and | 
influence of the church Itself would be in- ! 


Small things sometimes contribute to great 
effects, and in surveying the situation when 
this strapping boy, young Canada, enters his 
twenty-eighth year, one cannot avoid fearing 
that a struggle has only been begun, though 
enthusiasts may imagine that it has just ended.

Years ago two 
young English emigrants were walking through 
this country looking for work, and about mid- 
day they came toa slow, dark-looking stream. 
They were footsore and decided to havea wash, 
and one of them being unable to swim sat 
down on alog and kicked and splashed with 
his feet in the water. The other went in bath- 
ing and made his comrade feel ashamed of him- 
self for being unable to swim. The bather 
performed various feats and at last stood upon 
a log in the deepest part of the slow, black 
river and said he was going to dive and see 
how long he could stay under water. He dived 
and the other kept enviously eying the place 
where he disappeared and wishing he could do 
that too. Every few minutes he would emit 
some expression of astonished approval at his 
friend’s non-appearance, but after an hour or 
so had elapsed he became tired and called to 
the diver to come up, that clouds were gather- 
ing in the west and they would get caught in a 
shower if he didn’t quit his fooling. He did 
not know much about the water, how his voice 
would fail to carry to the bottom of the river, 
and so forth, and his friend’s persistence in 
staying down there when a thunder-storm was 


coming up made himangry. But that diver is 


down there yet, embedded inthe miry bottom 


of the treacherous river, and the man who 
could not swim often tells his grandchildren 
how he,sat on the log and waited all one 


afternoon for the diver who never rose again.

cowardice in fearing the water.

To those who have seen the ruddy youth go 
forth in the morning and the pale corpse come 
back at night ; to those who have stood on the 
shore day after day and implored the suilen 
waters to yield up their captive dead, the sub- 
ject of summer drownings is not one for levity. 
So many have suffered loss in and around To- 
ronto of late that there should now be a suffi- 
cient public sentiment to cause something to 
be done. It is impossible to keep young men 
off the water and it would be unadvisable if it 
were possible, but at any expense the most 
approved life-saving appliances should be 
placed at every point and watermen along the 
waterfront. We maintain a large police force 
to keep order on the streets and to prevent 
the citizen from molestation by the lawless, 
but all along the water we leave him at the 
mercy of an enemy with which, once it becomes 
lawless and grapples with him, he is more 
powerless to cope than he is with the sand- 
bagger. This city is big enough and its people 
are afloat in sufficient numbers to justify us in 
maintaining a water police, composed of men 
who are expert boat handlers and swimmers 
and skilled in the trick of recovering bodies 
and in methods of resuscitation. No man 
knows where the next bereavement will fall, 
nor, if we did know, should it matter. We 
are all interested in promoting the common 
security of life, and if by any means we can 
prevent tears from being shed and hearts from 
withering untimely in their cella we should do 
it. Once atear is shed it never returns to its 
source, but exists forever, adding to the mist 
and the damp and the drear of life. MAcK,

the charms of early youth and ruled the minds, 
and even the hearts, of men by their wit and 
their wisdom, their vivacity and their grace. 
It is impossible to read the detcriptions of 
salon life in Paris without realizing the im- 
mense power thatsuch women as Mme. de Ram- 
bouillet, Mme. Deffand, who could tolerate 
anything but the commonplace ; Mme, Neckar, 
her brilliant daughter, Mme. de Stael, and her 
cherished friend, Mme. d Houdetot, exercised 
in literary, social and political matters. 

It is interesting to see how the age of the 
heroine of the modern novels differs from that 
of older writere. Out of thirty of Scott's hero- 
ines sixteen are described as under twenty, 
three are over twenty, and only one, Amy 
Robsart, is a heroine ‘“‘of an uncertain age,” 
since she is historically a middle sged matron 
and fictitiously a youthful bride. But the con- 
spicuous character of the modern novel is a 
woman, not a girl, who has lived and experi- 
enced much, and not infrequently is married 
before the story introduces her as its central 
figure.—-N. Y¥. Sun.

A firm of caterers have brought out a 
luncheon basket, fitted with some of their 
newest inventions for the convenience of those 
who partake of al fresco meals. Instead of be- 
ing locked, and thus obviating all the dis- 
agreeable risk of losing the key or leaving it 
yehind, the basket closes by means of two 
springs, which can be opened in a moment by 
those in possession of the clue to their work- 
ing. Anew kind of plate is made very long 
and of oblong shape, to take meat at one end 
and salad at the other. The plates are all of 
steel enameled white, and though they look 
like china, they are very strong and cannot 
get broken. Another good idea is having the 
pie dishes made in the same way of steel, so 
that the pies can be carried in the dish in which 
they are baked, having only to be placed in a 
stand ready prepared under a plated cover. 
They are then quite ready for serving. This is 
an immense improvement upon brittle earthen- 
ware, which is annoying enough when it 
breaks, but is simply maddening when it 
juletly cracks and, without a word of warning, 
lets all the gravy or syrup out of the pie run 
over everything. A new bottle for carrying 
wine or spirits is made without any metal at 
the top, so that there is nothing to corrode, 
and the glasses are much nicer-looking than 
the ordinary thick, strong ones used for pic- 
nics, being of the sort known as “ baccarat,” 
dne and clear. These are packed in nests of 
graduated sizes, each encased in a wickerwork 
cover for protection. The table, which lies on 
the top, is made vo fold up in a most compact 
fashion, the legs tucking away and the leaves 
veing threefold. When opened for use it is quite 
firm and steady, and can be used without the 
yasket, just as the basket can be carried with- 
out the table. It is large enough to hold all 
that is necessary for six persons and is cu- 
riously light, considering its strength. These 
luncheon-baskets are made in various sizes, 
fortwo, four or six persons.

The menu is always specially prepared for the 
occasion, and includes such dishes as cockie 
leekie, sheep’s head kail, Glasgow magistrates 
(by which is meant salt herrings), haggis, 
haunch of venison a /a Braemar, ice a /a St. 
Andrew, and other fearful and wonderful 
things unfamiliar on the dinner table of the 
poor Sassenach. 

Chief amongst all, however, is the haggis, 
‘*chieftain o’ the puddin’ race,” as the poet has 
described it. This is brought into the room 
with a great flourish of trumpets—or, to be 
literally correct, of bagpipes. Steaming hot, it 
is carried in shoulder high by one of the wait- 
ers, while the other waiters walk in Indian file 
behind. In front of the haggis-bearer walks 
the piper hard at work, followed by a small 
boy holding aloft a bottle of whisky as large as 
himself. So they go marching along, always 
once and sometimes twice round the dining- 
hall, the company standing the while to show 


The pro- 
cession is headed by a piper playing some pop- 
ular Scottish air, such as The Campbells are 
Coming, this year specially appropriate for 
Manchester, where the Marquis of Lorne is 
The ‘' skirling” of the bagpipes al- 
ways has the effect of drawing out into the 
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like this, gentiemen, our cry is not that. We 
do not ask for Scotland for the Scotch. Our 
cry is: ‘England for the Scotch!’” It is need- 
less to say that loud applause followed. 

Another interesting item is the exchange of 
greetings with kindred societies up and down 
the country, with a message perhaps to some 
out-of-the-way place, such as the observatory 
on Ben Nevis, The telegrams sent and the 
replies received, neariy always couched in 
rhyme, are read amidst much hilarity, varied 
with an occasional ironical shout as a prosy 
little message is read such as: ‘‘ Kind regards 
from Glasgow, hoping that you are having a 
pleasant evening.” 

And so the night wears on, with speeches 
and songs and telegrams, and finishes with 
Auld Lang Syne. 

The Burns anniversary dinners have much 
in common with the St, Andrew’s dinners, ex- 
cept that the speeches and the songs are almost 
exclusively devoted to the praises of the great 
ploughman-poet. For grace before dinner 
Burns’s words are often used : 

Some ha’e meat that canna eat, 
And some would eat that want it ; 
But we ha’e meat, and we can eat, 
Sae let the Lord be thankit. 
The entrance of the haggis is often greeted 
with the recitation of Burns’s Address to the 
Haggis.

Besides this 
very attractive feature of the proceedings a 
competition for mixed choruses of not less 
than forty nor more than sixty voices will be 
inaugurated this season. A second competi- 
tion for male choruses of from sixteen to 
twenty-four voices will also be hefd. A num. 
ber of entries have already been made for the 
competition events and prospects point to an 
exciting contest for the coveted honors. An 
unaccompanied part-song by Mendelssohn and 
an accompanied selection, the latter to be left to 
the choice of each competing choir, will consti- 
tute the order of music during the competition. 
Two representative Canadian musicians have 
been chosen to act as judges, and the occasion 
promises to be a memorable one in the history 
of church choir enterprise in Western Ontario. 


An excellent concert was given by the band 
of the Thirteenth Battalion in Massey Music 
Hall on Monday evening last. The band, 
which played most creditably a varied and 
exacting programme, includingtwo Wagnerian 
excerpts, was assisted by Miss Jardine-Thom. 
son, soprano, and Mr. Alfred D. Sturrock, bari- 
tone, both of whom were very enthusiastically 
received, Miss Thomson deserves special 
mention for her artistic rendering of a brilliant 
waltz song by Venzano. The highly commen. 
dable work of the band in the Hienzi overture 
was a happy illustration of what ama‘eur 
talent may accomplish when artistically guided 
and instructed. A fair-sized audience was 
present.

It will be interesting news to many that an 
effort is being made to gather all the old 
favorites together in a series of festival 
operatic performances in Leipsic under 
Nikisch’s baton, when the old-time splendor of 
this famous theater will be revived temporarily 
at least. Besides additions to the chorus, an 
orchestra of one hundred and twenty instru- 
ments, it is said, will participate in these 
events. Should the scheme materialize, it is 
safe to say that the effect of such performances 
will be to inspire renewed ambition in the 
hearts of the opera managers and town-fathers 
of Leipsic which will tend to restore the 
former proud position of that city ia opera, 
that most progressive and modern sphere of 
musical advancement and development, 
. 


A permanent orchestra has been formed in 
Montreal under the direction of M. Couture, 
conductor of the Montreal Philharmonic 
Society. Thirty-five members have already 
enrolled for next season's work, which it is 
proposed to prosecute with vigor. The Mont- 
real Orchestral Association, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Horace Reyner, gave their 
first concert some time ago. L2cal critics 
are unanimous in their praises of the artistic 
success of Mr. Reyner’s first venture in the 
capacity of an orchestral conductor. The audi- 
ence was large and enthusiastic and the work 
of theorchestrain Mendelssohn's Athalie march, 
Edward German's music to Henry VIII. (Three 
Dances), and Haydn's Surprise Symphony is 
pronounced as having been exceedingly credit- 
ble. The wise selection under the circum- 
stances of comparatively simple music for this 
inaugural concert, doubtless aided materially 
in the distinct success won by the orchestra.

In order to meet the 
competition of this festival Sir Augustus Har- 
ris has decided to have Jean de Reszke appear 
on festival days during the week in his favor- 
ite operas, Romeo and Juliet, Faust, and Lo- 
hengrin.
